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1948 


Plainfield is an attractive suburban community of 37,469 population 
(1940 U. S. Census) located 24 miles southwest of New York and immediate- 
ly south of the stately Watchung Mountains. Covering an area of six 
square miles, it is in the western section of Union County, with an 
elevation of 105 feet. 


It is known as the “Queen City” of New Jersey and as a “City of 
Beautiful Trees’ because of its unusually large number of well preserved 
and well cared for specimens. Pumped from artesian wells, it has an 
abundant supply of water that is always fresh and pure. 


Plainfield has a mayor and councilmanic form of government. One 
councilman is elected from each of its four wards each year and three 
at-large every other year, all serving without pay. Its citizens take an 
active interest in civic and school affairs. With use of land regulated by 
zoning, the city abounds in residential advantages and home _ building 
opportunities in beautiful surroundings. It is located convenient to seashore, 
mountains, lakes and metropolitan New York. 


The 1940 Census indicates that 50.7 per cent of Plainfielders own their 
own homes; that 85.8 per cent of its homes are single dwellings, 11.3 per 
cent two-family dwellings, and 2.9 per cent multi-family dwellings. Com- 
pleted are a number of large garden apartments, with another in the 
planning stage. 


The Plainfield public school system is modern and progressive in every 
particular. There is a fine high school building, athletic field, and 11 
elementary schools centraily located with respect to residential sections. 
Recreational facilities include 14 playgrounds, where trained supervisors 
direct a varied program of sports throughout the year. 


In addition Plainfield has three parochial schools, and, in or near the 
city are several of the East’s outstanding day, boarding and private schools. 


Cedar Brook Park and Green Brook Park, part of the Univa County 
park system, have facilities for baseball, tennis, soccer, football, archery, 
lawn bowling, horseshoe pitching, band concerts, picnicking, cricket, field 
hockey, fishing and ice skating. 


Congregations of every creed meet in dignified houses of worship and a 
spirit of friendship exists among the various denominations. Music, art and 
literature are represented by special organizations. There are several 
better than average amateur theatrical groups. The social life of the com- 
munity is advanced by numerous clubs and fraternities. Character building 
and welfare agencies receive financial support from the Community Chest. 


Railroad services are supplied by the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
Baltimore and Ohio, and the Reading Company. Greyhound and Lakes-to- 
Sea bus lines pass through the city. Other bus transportation is provided 
by the Public Service Co-ordinated Transport, the Somerset Bus Company, 
Mount Bethel Bus Company, and the Summit-Plainfield Bus Company. 
Plainfield highways are U. S. 22, New Jersey 28 and 29. 
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While primarily residential in character with an excellent climate and 
noted for its civic and cultural advancement, Plainfield is the home of a 
number of substantial and well known industries whose principal products 
are automobile trucks and buses, printing presses, power tools, industrial 
adhesives, castings, gas meters, machinery, clothing, paper, wood and metal 
products and novelties. Including service plants and laboratories, there are 
140 industrial establishments employing an estimated 6,500 persons with 
annual earnings of $17,550,000 peacetime. Relations between management 
and labor are better than normal by far. 


With excellent police and fire protection, Plainfield has more than 88 
miles of well paved streets, more than 135 miles of sanitary and storm 
sewers, and an AA Moody credit rating. 


The city is also the recognized business center for a trading area of 
more than 400 square miles which embraces 85 municipalities with a 189,151 
total population. Of this, 20 per cent is of Union County, 15 per cent of 
Middlesex County, 90 per cent of Somerset County, 50 per cent of Hunterdon 
County, and 5 per cent of Morris County. 


It is interesting to know that Plainfield ranks seventh best with a per 
capita of $655.18 among retail sales for all cities in the United States of 
populations from 35,000 to 50,000 according to the 1940 U. S. Census. 


There is a well developed modern shopping district of 650 retail 
establishments, five banks, seven savings building and loan associations, 
four theatres, a strictly modern hotel and several small hotels, one daily 
and one weekly newspaper. 


Plainfield has a well stocked, intelligently managed public library; its 
art gallery is the fourth oldest in the state. Its physicians and dentists 
are of high calibre and it is served by the widely known Muhlenberg 
Hospital. 


There are several outstanding golf, field and gun clubs in Plainfield’s 
immediate vicinity. The City maintains a paid, fully staffed department 
to supervise recreation throughout the year. 


The movement of the public from the congested centers of great cities 
becomes more pronounced each year as people discover the healthfulness 
of suburban living, its restfulness, charms, and unbounded opportunities 
for outdoor recreation. 


All these will be found in Plainfield.

To the Honorable Members of the 
Plainfield Common Council 


Gentlemen: 


At the outset tribute should be paid to our outgoing Mayor, John W. 
Zerega. His conscientious devotion to duty, his sense of humor, his friendly 
and encouraging attitude and his able judgment combined to make his 
administration outstanding and to make him beloved by those WHO, worked 
with him. He will be missed very much. 


We have a difficult but intensely interesting year ahead. The position 
of the Council is similar to that of one walking on a high wire with the 
aid of a balancing pole. On one end of the pole is the aid of full and accurate 
facts and on the other common sense and good judgment. They will be 
your help in maintaining stability, and in following the narrow line of 
good government. You will be beset by many forces, many of them strong, 
worthy and attractive and each must be assayed, carefully evaluated and 
related to the entire problem presented by our City as it stands today. 
Stability in government is not the result of the push or pull of a single 
pressure but a nice balance of forces resulting from enthusiasms and 
desires tempered by thorough knowledge of the facts and the exercise of 
wise judgment. 


During my personal acquaintance with our government, the touchstone 
of proper action has always been, ‘“‘What will be best for Plainfield in the 
long run?” This will surely remain our criterion in the years ahead. 


TAXATION AND FINANCE 


It would be pleasant to be able to say to .our citizens that our 
municipal tax burden has reached its peak. To hold out any such hope 
for this year would be flying in the face of the facts. Justifiable increases 
in salaries and demands for essential current and capital expenditures 
forecast that our budget will of necessity be larger. It thus becomes 
increasingly important that the load be distributed as evenly and fairly 
as is humanly possible. Our new tax assessing system has been laying a 
strong foundation but only those close to the problem can appreciate the 
magnitude of the entire task. All of us should be patient and helpful and 
offer only constructive criticism and encouragement until the change is 
completed and we have an assessing system of which we can be justly 
proud. However, improvement of our City in this respect does not complete 
the problem. Fair distribution of the growing County budget requires that 
all Union County municipalities assess according to uniform standards. If 
our State government and County Tax Board cannot be moved in the 
near future to improve the present situation, we should make efforts to 
accomplish the desired result by conference and cooperation with our 
sister municipalities. 


PARKING AND TRANSPORTATION 


We have recently taken two important steps toward solving our 
parking problems; the installation of meters and the opening of our new off- 
street lot. The most difficult part of the task lies ahead — the further 
expansion of our off-street parking areas. This must be done if we are to 
keep Plainfield a busy, prosperous, and thriving center of retail trede. And 
in this connection, in making our business area more attractive and con- 
venient, we should give serious consideration to the construction of one 
or more comfort stations. There are several practical difficulties to be 
overcome in the solution of this problem, but I would like to see it tackled 
specifically in the year to come. 


With regard to transportation, our citizens are entitled to prompt, con- 
venient, clean and courteous service at reasonable rates. Intra-city trans- 
portation measuring up to these standards in all respects will not only 
make life more pleasant for many of our people but will encourage others 
to use such facilities and thus tend to relieve, to some degree, the con- 
gestion of traffic in our down-town area. Our commuters also have a right 
to expect such service. We must be alert to this need and work unceasingly 
to meet it. 


HEALTH AND SANITATION 


Our Health Department has suffered through loss of personnel. It is 
now being rebuilt so that it can carry on with the high standards of pro- 
tection our City should have. We must encourage and support our Board of 
Health in every way possible. 


Our sanitary sewer system has been the subject of intense study in 
the past two years. With very able expert assistance, we have made real 
progress toward solving our need for greater capacity and improved 
disposal facilities. The long-range program, requires our constant attention 
and working in harmony with the other municipalities having an interest 
in our joint system. This endeavor has been and continues to be a test of 
our ability to cooperate with our neighbors. From this experience we should 
also gain an awareness to the possibility of Ce sume other joint projects 
in the interest of efficiency and economy. 


YOUTH 


Our Youth Guidance Council, operating under a new law, has begun its 
work. It deserves the wholehearted support of all its sub-committees and 
of all public and private agencies dealing with our young people. Such 
assistance will enable it to fulfill its function of seeing that our community 
resources are being mobilized to the best advantage and meeting the needs 
of our youth. 


The Adjustment Committee of the Council is prepared to assist with 
children whose behavior is not acceptable but whose delinquencies have 
not become sufficiently serious to warrant court action. Our schools might 
very well undertake a more extensive supplementary program of guidance 
for those mal-adjusted youngsters who have gotten off to a poor start. 


The young people in the west end of our City, particularly in certain 
areas of the Fourth Ward, have been given too little attention. Without 
neglecting its other programs, our Recreation Commission should concen- 
trate heavily on the west end. More SUSE UMYS facilities should be provided 
in the near future, ~ 


PLANNING 


As the work of our Planning Board gains momentum it will become 
an increasingly important factor in the future development of our City 
and as an advisor to the Common Council. We should aid the efforts of 
the Board by accepting its judgment on the best ways and means of plan- 
ning and give full consideration to its suggestions on specific matters re- 
ferred to it. 


Among the many subjects to be handled by it, I hope that in the new 
year, the Board, in conjunction with the Parks and Public Buildings 
Committee and Police Board, will begin planning for adequate quarters for 
our Police Department and City Court. Suitable and sufficient quarters 
for our Welfare Department and yards of our Department of Public Works 
also merit consideration. Moreover, our City Engineer’s office should be 
placed in a position where it is able to move forward with its program 
of improving all our sidewalks. 


Because of the budgetary requirements of our Board of Education, it 
has become necessary for the Common Council to take a more intense 
interest in school affairs. The two bodies have developed a close working 
relationship which I am sure will continue as our school program pro- 
gresses., e ‘ 


HOUSING 


The housing shortage, although still with us, has eased somewhat. The 
least we can do is begin to enforce the minimum standards for health and 
safety, but discretion must be properly exercised to avoid undue hardship. 
We should also reconsider the wisdom of establishing a housing authority 
to deal with the elimination of blighted areas and their replacement with 
adequate housing accommodations. 


CONCLUSION 


There are many other worthy subjects on which I would like to com- 
ment, but in the interest of brevity, refrain from so doing at this time. 

I am looking forward to a busy but enjoyable year with you and wish 
each a pleasant and prosperous New Year.

In view of the fact that our citizens generally know too little of the 
actual work and performance of the City government, it is not considered 
amiss at this time to review briefly, some of the more important accom- 
plishments of the governing body during the year 1948. Inflationary costs, 
disrepair inherited from the war, and the continual reliance upon the real 
estate tax as a principal source of income have been problems facing all 
municipal governing bodies. Plainfield is no exception and it is not unfair 
to say that during the year 1948 a reasonable degree of effort and accom- 
plishment was noted. There appears, however, to be an increasing sympathy 
with the financial problems of municipalities generally, and an increasing 
appreciation for the services that the municipality furnishes for the tax- 
payer’s dollar. 
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Outstanding was the progress made in complying with the demands 
of the State Board of Health to improve conditions at the Joint Sewage 
Disposal Plant, which led to the removal by the State Board of Health 
of the ban against the construction of additional sanitary sewers, and 
in making engineering studies which will lead toward the eventual discharge 
of disposal plant wastes directly into the Raritan River. Also under study 
by the consulting engineer retained by the City was the construction of 
a trunk sewer line through neighboring municipalities to the disposal plant, 
so as to relieve presently overloaded and inadequate sewers in the southern 
part of our City. 


Considerable progress was made in the City’s understanding of school 
problems. A representative of the Common Council met with the Board of 
Education from time to time in order to keep the governing body informed 
on school matters, and various special meetings were held, on the subject 
of both teachers’ salaries and on the future building program. Late in the 
year, City property of over three acres at West Fourth Street and Clinton 
Avenue was made available for new school construction. $45,000 was 
included in the 1948 budget as a down payment toward such new construc- 
tion costs. 


By condemnation and purchase, the City acquired property popularly 
known as the Rushmore Avenue tract in the west end of the City, with 
the ultimate purpose of developing this six and one-half acre tract as a 
playfield and playground, thus making available in the west end, facilities 
comparable to that of the Seidler Field playground in the east end. 
Additional equipment for Seidler Field was purchased, new sidewalks laid, 
and a field-house is well on the way toward completion, making available 
to those using Seidler Field facilities, urgently needed showers and toilet 
facilities. The smaller playground on Plainfield Avenue was surfaced with 
asphalt, permitting full use of the field previously restricted to lot facilities. 
A Fourth of July celebration, with a parade in the morning and fireworks 
display in the evening was held. 


Traffic problems, parking, and protective services were prominent in 
the determinations made during 1948. Signal lights were installed at four 
street intersections, and studies made of traffic problems in many sections 
of the City, and regulations established. A portion of North Avenue, and 
East and West Second Streets were established as one-way thoroughfares 
but Second Street regulations were eventually discontinued because of 
conflict in traffic flow; additional parking meters were erected for two-hour 
parking zones. The first of several proposed off-street City-operated parking 
lots was planned, and completed early in December, this being centrally 
located in the rear of East Front Street properties, between Watchung 
Avenue and Orange Place, and accommodates approximately 225 vehicles. 
As a result of long-standing negotiations with the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, authorization was given to enter into leases covering the use of 
the north side of the Netherwood Railroad station and the south side of 
the main railroad station by the City for parking purposes. Additional men 
were taken on in the Police and Fire Departments, vacation allowances 
for firemen were increased, and working hours reduced. 


Housing occupied much of the Council’s time during 1948. Zoning 
exceptions for conversions providing for housing accommodations were 
granted; zoning changes made to permit the construction of garden apart- 
ments. To protect the large commuter group, Plainfield representatives met 
throughout the year as part of the Better Rail Service Committee, composed 
of representatives of communities along the Central Railroad in an effort 
to obtain better railroad service and to fight the efforts of the Railroad 
for increased fares. A movement was started by citizens favoring a change 
in the City’s form of government to the Manager-Council system. Petitions 
to place the question on the ballot were circulated, but never filed. 


The new Planning Board of the City of Plainfield authorized in 1947 
met regularly during 1948, in spite of the fact that the governing body did 
not see fit to commit itself to an appropriation of approximately $8,000 per 
year for three years in order to employ experts to prepare a master plan 
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for the City. Study was given throughout the year to the suggestion of the 
Visiting Nurse Association that regulations be created to protect elderly 
people living in nursing homes and boarding and lodging houses, such study 
culminating in two ordinances adopted late in the year, making it com- 
pulsory to license certain boarding houses, lodging houses, and nursing 
homes. 


Effective July 1, 1948, the one-man assessor plan went into effect. A 
contract was entered into with Mr. William G. McDowell whereby there 
was set up prior to July 1, basic record cards and forms and other material 
for use in planning for a revaluation and equalization of assessments pro- 
gram. The work proceeded apace, but was necessarily delayed because of 
tax appeals and the time required to fix October assessments for 1949. . 


Plainfield is in an enviable position so far as tax title lien foreclosures 
are concerned. Outstanding at the end of 1948, liens subject to foreclosure 
totalled less than fifty, which subsequently were referred to the Corporation 
Counsel for foreclosure. Sale of City property in 1948 netted approximately 
$11,500. More would have been sold, had improved properties been available. 


By authorization of local improvement ordinances, various streets 
were paved, including the resurfacing of a portion of West Fourth Street. 
Sanitary sewers were built, thus permitting the construction of homes on 
theretofore undeveloped land. A sanitary relief sewer in Berckman Street 
was authorized and built, and an ordinance adopted to control the discharge 
of industrial wastes into the sewerage system. Also adopted was an ordi- 
nance banning sound trucks from municipal streets. Heavy snow fall during 
the early months of 1948 was removed with dispatch, preventing the 
immobilization of the City and permitting a continuation of business, manu- 
facturing and the normal flow of municipal life. The Shade Tree Com- 
mission worked steadily during the year to repair the ravages of ice and 
snow storms. Prevalent rabies prompted the Board of Health to establish 
clinics for voluntary dog inoculations and approximately 65% of all licensed 
dogs were immunized. 


An endeavor by the War Memorial Committee appointed in 1947, to 
elicit the public’s views on the form of a memorial to commemorate 
Plainfield’s war dead, indicated a variety of thought ranging from a simple 
memorial to a large building containing an auditorium, meeting rooms, and 
headquarters for veteran organizations. 


Employee and citizen relationships were examined during 1948. The 
Salary Committee of the Common Council met with City employees from 
time to time to discuss salary increases and other benefits. Salaries general- 
ly, were increased, the 44-hour, six day work week for the Department of 
Public Works employees was telescoped into five working days; Saturdays 
were declared holidays for City Hall Employees, and replaced by evening 
working hours from 6 P.M. to 8 P.M. on Thursdays. 


Among efforts to make Plainfield’s citizens feel that the City govern- 
ment is not separate from the rest of the community, but is another 
institution established for service that citizens can evaluate continually 
and in which they can participate, were the publication and mailing to all 
taxpayers of a booklet giving pertinent information on City Government; 
a series of twenty “Know Your City Government” articles prepared by the 
various department heads published by the Plainfield Courier-News early 
in 1948, and greater stress on reporting as fully as possible, the many 
governmental activities in which Plainfield’s Mayor and Common “ouncil 
were engaged. 


Proper pride in the services rendered by the City Clerk’s office prompts 
me not to neglect a word of appreciation to those in this office, who, from 
day to day, contribute liberally of their abilities and themselves. Without 
their efficient help and assistance the services which our citizens have 
come to expect and do receive from this office could not be continued.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Despite the gloomy prognostications of those who said a year ago that 
the spread of television would result in a decline in reading, 1948 brought 
a sharp increase in library activity in Plainfield. The total number of books 
borrowed from the Plainfield Public Library during the year reached 
175,063 — a gain of more than 10 percent over the total for 1947. 


Much of the increase in the use of the Library by adults can be credited 
to the heightened interest in public affairs which was stimulated by the 
Presidential campaign and the recurring international crises. This was 
reflected in the heavy demand at the Library for material on the Taft- 
Hartley Act, Civil Rights, Israel, Indonesia, China and _U.S.-Russian 
relations. ; 5 


Another factor which increased reading was the large number of 
notable books published during 1948. From the standpoint of high literary 
quality and important subject matter, the publishers’ output for 1948 was 
probably the best since pre-war years. The non-fiction field was dominated 
by books written by and about leaders of World War II, among them The 
Gathering Storm, by Winston Churchill; Crusade in Europe, by General 
Eisenhower; Robert E. Sherwood’s Roosevelt and Hopkins; Henry L. Stim- 
son’s On Active Service; Cordell Hull’s Memoirs; and The Stilwell Papers. 
The year was rich also in solid, worth-while books on American history 
and biography, such as Douglas Southall Freeman’s George Washington; 
Irving Brant’s James Madison the Nationalist; Dumas Malone’s Jefferson 
the Virginian; The Young Henry Adams, by Ernest Samuels; The Great 
Rehearsal, by Carl Van Doren; and Henry David Thoreau, by Joseph Wood 
Krutch. Renewed controversy over the problems of conservation and over- 
population was aroused by Our Plundered Planet, by Fairfield Osborn and 
The Road to Survival, by William Vogt, and off by itself in the field of 
Statistics was the Kinsey Report. 


The year’s crop of fiction — which included such notable books as 
Cry, the Beloved Country, by Paton; The Naked and the Dead, by Norman 
Mailer; Intruder in the Dust, by William Faulkner; The Plague, by Albert 
Camus; Guard of Honor, by James Gould Cozzens; Dr. Faustus, by Thomas 
Mann; and The Heart of the Matter, by Graham Greene — did much to 
satisfy readers who had been complaining during 1946 and 1947 of the 
lack of worth-while novels. All in all, it was a year which brought to the 
librarian feelings of gratitude towards the publishers and of regret that 
he did not have at his disposal sufficient funds to buy enough copies of the 
books to fill the requests of all those who wanted to read them. 


Even more spectacular than the increase in reading in the Adult Depart- 
ment was the gain in the use of children’s books. This can be attributed 
largely to the fact that during 1948 the Library reached more children 
through its program of having classes from the elementary public and 
parochial schools make regular visits to the Library for instruction in the 
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use of books. During the year 53 elementary school classes, comprising a 
total of 1,477 children, visited the Children’s Room for library lessons, and 
a number of other classes visited the Branches. In addition, special visits 
were made to the Children’s Room by Brownie troops and by groups of 
children from the YMCA and the Jewish Community Center. The story 
hours held on Fridays and Saturdays also stimulated reading. The seventy 
story hours held during the year were attended by a total of 1,411 children. 


Under a plan worked out between the Library and the Plainfield Recrea- 
tion Commission, the Library lent the Commission a collection of children’s 
books for use in the playgrounds and recreation centers. The plan proved 
to be a popular one and the Library hopes in this way to reach many of 
the children who have not yet acquired the habit of using the Library. 
Another distribution point for children’s books was established when a 
collection of Library books was placed in the Barlow School. 


During 1948, for the first time, the members of the Library Committee 
of the Common Council made a practice of attending the regular meetings 
of the Library Board. By acting as a liaison group between the Council 
and the Board, the Library Committee did much to create a closer under- 
standing between the two groups. In the past, the Council heard about 
Library problems only when the Library Board made its request for the 
annual appropriation. Now the Library feels that through the Library 
Committee it has representatives who can bring its work and problems to 
the attention of other members of the Council throughout the year. 


The Library suffered a deep loss in the death on December 5 of Nathan 
Robert Minnick, who for 23 years served as the custodian of the Library’s 
buildings and grounds. His strong sense of duty and genuineness of charac- 
ter won for Mr. Minnick a high place in the esteem and friendship of the 
members of the Board, the Staff and the many people who came into 
contact with him through their use of the Library. 


Because of lack of funds for architect’s fees, no progress was made 
during the year on the problem of planning for the future expansion and 
development of the Library buildings. As the book collection grows and 
the volume of new material to be processed increases, the need for more 
shelving for the books and more work space for the staff becomes more 
serious each year. Other needed improvements include better lighting for 
the two adult reading rooms and a service elevator to facilitate the move- 
ment of books from floor to floor. 


It is felt, however, that these alterations should not be undertaken 
haphazardly, but should be planned with future needs in mind so that 
present alterations will not conflict with the long-range growth of the 
Library when provision for more space becomes necessary. Therefore, 
urgently needed changes cannot be carried out until the Library is able 
to obtain the services of an expert on library architecture to make a 
survey of the physical plant, make recommendations for long-range future 
developments, and then plan the immediate alterations to conform to the 
long-range plan. Every effort should be made during the coming year to 
secure funds for this planning survey. 


{in presenting this report, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
to the members of the Board of Directors and the Library Staff for their 
support and cooperation; to Messrs. Charles Blume, Theodore Budenbach, 
and Seymour Perkins Jr. of the Library Committee of the Common Council 
for their help in solving the Library’s problems; and to the Plainfield 
Courier-News for its cooperation in printing news of the Library’s activities.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE 
PLAINFIELD SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


December 31, 1948 


To the Honorable, 
the Mayor and Common Council 
the City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


The ice storm of January, 1948, caused. large-scale emergencies demand- 
ing an unusual amount of work on trees in all streets and City-owned 
property. Unprecendented problems involving rapid street and road clear- 
ance of broken: trees and damaged limbs, often entangled with live electric 
wires, were successfully solved by our Tree Supervisor, Sydney R. Durant, 
and his efficient staff. The storm dramatized the value of employing tree 
men with professional training in tree work. The saving of many injured 
trees as well as time and money, reflected their knowledge and competence. 


Extra men and trucks had to be employed in cleaning up and hauling 
away debris. In some streets broken trees and limbs were frozen in and 
covered with snow. The Street Department is always cooperative, but could 
not assist then because of its own job of snow clearance upon which all 
traffic depended. So our men helped to clear snow in order to facilitate 
trucking of broken trees, limbs, etc. For many years ahead, the bad effects 
of that storm will be seen in the trees throughout the City. 


Throughout 1948, care of broken and weakened limbs of those storm- 
damaged trees has been a continuous and major part of our work. Plainfield’s 
20,000 City-supervised trees are conservatively estimated worth over $2,000,- 
000. Few escaped injury. As in accidents to human beings, in some cases 
serious injury was not evident until long after the storm. The calamity 
suffered by these valuable civic assets was conspicuously apparent in the 
Autumn of 1948, after leaves fell. Thousands of heretofore shapely, healthly 
trees and thousands of others, are broken, scarred and visibly weakened. 
Most, by now, have had at least some attention from our small staff of 
workers. All require greater care than ever before if Plainfield is to remain 
“The City of Beautiful Trees.” 


Our new-type power saw has proved an economical investment. It 
reduces time spent on a job and increases efficiency and safety of workers. 
The Shade Tree appropriation for 1948 was $34,087.00. To meet the abnormal 
storm emergency, it had been increased $13,760.00 for extra equipment, 
truck hire and help. No appropriation was made for 1948 planting of new 
trees. However, 114, held on previous order, were planted. Replacement of 
an 18-year-old truck and increased personnel were eliminated. Planting, 
fertilizing, spraying, trimming, topping and removal of trees have been 
done. Tools and other equipment have been kept in repair. 


Root systems of many trees were injured by droughts in late summer 
and early fall. Branches died ag a result. A number of our 1,500 elms had 
to be removed. Survivors are keenly watched for Dutch Elm Disease, 
transmitted by the elm bark beetle and for the phloem necrosis disease, 
carried by a small elm leaf-hopper. Phloem necrosis is a virus disease 
that can kill a big elm in one year. The Dutch Elm Disease takes at least 
two years. The latest shade tree pest is the ravenous pin oak sawfly that 
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has invaded New Jersey. Several Plainfield trees were attacked in 1948. 
It is hoped that early spraying in 1949 will save our fine pin oaks from 
defoliation. 


All three Commissioners attend meetings of the New Jersey Federation 
of Shade Tree Commissions as an informative, interesting, civic duty — 
the President, George W. Anderson; Vice President, John P. Romer; and 
the writer. Care of our trees follows the Commissioners’ progressive policy. 
Our Supervisor, Sydney Durrant, is a Certified Tree Expert. His staff is 
encouraged to take Shade Tree Courses at Rutgers. 


Mr. Anderson, addressing the 23rd Annual Meeting of the New Jersey 
Federation last fall, said, ‘Members of a community’s Commissions are 
not working for any personal gain but are striving to render an unselfish 
service to the community in which they live and work and play. They 
should always be free from politics, have a fairly good conception of the 
work to be carried on and always have in mind the financial status of 
their community and realize that other departments must be maintained 
and financed as well as their own.”

Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my Annual Report for the year ending December 
31, 1948. 


Engineering: 


The Engineering Division of the Department of Public Works was en- 
gaged during the year on the following projects. 


The completion of a sanitary sewer in Cambridge Avenue Extension 
and in Terrill Road between East Seventh Street and Cushing Road. The 
work was done by La Fera Contracting Company, under contract, at a 
construction cost of $36,530.23. This sewer will serve as a main to permit 
proper drainage to all properties fronting on Terrill Road; Cushing Road 
and the most easterly portion of the Brisbane Development. It also furnishes 
another outlet for the Borough of Fanwood to give sanitary sewer service 
to a portion of the Borough not previously served. 


New concrete sidewalks were constructed on both sides of Carnegie 
Avenue from Watchung Avenue to. Prospect Avenue, under contract, by 
John Furino at a construction cost of $4,158.02. 


New concrete sidewalks were constructed along the westerly sidewalk 
area of Netherwood Avenue from George Street to North Avenue and 
existing blue stone sidewalk on Garfield Avenue between George Street 
and North Avenue was repaired and relaid under the provisions of a 
contract awarded to John Furino at a construction cost of $1,650.88. 


New concrete sidewalks and granite curbs were placed along Watchung 
Avenue in front of the City Hall at a construction cost of $2,786.25. The 
work was done, under contract, by Filippone, Scanniello & Company. 


The roadway of West Fourth Street from Plainfield Avenue to John 
Street and from Darrow Avenue to Monroe Avenue was resurfaced with 
3” thick bituminous concrete. The work was done, under contract, by John 
Furino at a construction cost of $29,903.84. Ninety’ percent of the cost of 
this work was paid for out of contributions to the City by the State. 


A contract was awarded to John Furino for the improvement of 
Coolidge Street and Sterling Street on the basis of his bid of $30,846.50. 
However, the work of the improvement was neglected to the extent that only 
20% of the work was finished when weather conditions made it necessary 
to discontinue construction work for the Winter months. 


A sanitary sewer was constructed in Hamilton Avenue between West 
Front Street and Myrtle Avenue. The work was done, under contract, by 
Terrible Construction Company at a construction cost of $1,981.75. 


In December a contract was awarded to Terrible Construction Company 
for the construction of a sanitary relief sewer in Berckman Street between 
East Third Street and East Front Street. The work has not as yet started. 
Estimated cost of the work, as indicated by the bid of the contractor is 
$6,053.00. 


Private construction of a sanitary sewer on Charlotte Road between 
Watchung Avenue and Belvidere Avenue. This work was done by the 
abutting property owners under the supervision and inspection of this 
office. 
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Considerable time was spent by the engineers assembling data for 
the Consulting Engineers on our “Off-Street Parking Project No. 1.” The 
complete survey of the tract was made by this office, all corners were 
monumented and maps presented the Consulting Engineers for their use 
in making preliminary plans and estimates of costs. 


Much service was rendered to the general public by assisting them in 
planning numerous personal projects so as to make the best use of public 
utilities, also to other Departments of the City such as Maintenance of Tax 
Maps; Sale of City-owned Property; furnishing labor and equipment; and 
to private contractors in the interest of City property owners. 


Engineers spent considerable time in making a survey of the whole 
Department, its present operations and past performances, present and past 
requirements, and future needs. The results of this survey are set forth 
in a report of the Department of Public Works Committee to the Common 
Council under date of September 15, 1948. This report stressed the needs 
of the Department in respect to added Engineering Personnel; equipment 
and: expansion and improvements at the City Yard and recommended that 
the proposed improvements be carried out over a period of three years. 


Street Division: 


This Division provided labor and supervision for maintenance of all 
street pavements and roadway shoulders; grass cutting between curbs and 
sidewalks in front of vacant lots; cutting of grass on vacant lots owned 
by the City; snow and ice removal; delivery of coal to and removal of 
ashes from public buildings; maintenance of street name signs; garage 
service to several City Departments; service in gasoline and oil supplies; 
City Dump supervision; cleaning of gutters and street sweeping, and re- 
placement of pavements where ditches had been opened for underground 
connections. 


Lack of personnel in this Division madé it necessary to curtail surface 
treatment of macadam pavements to the extent that only 75,000 sq. yds. of 
pavement were treated. This is approximately 75% of the minimum required 
to keep our pavement surfaces in a condition satisfactory to the desires 
of the general public. 


The sleet storm of January lst placed a terrific burden upon this 
Division. The combination of frozen snow, sleet and cold weather delayed 
the final clean-up of the sleet storm until very late Spring. Many branches 
were frozen in the snow and removal had to wait until the snow had 
entirely disappeared. The Shade Tree Department gave excellent support 
to this project. 


Sewer Division: 


.Just as in the Street Division, the lack of laborers made it necessary to 
curtail the project of cleaning sanitary and storm sewers. The yearly 
project for sanitary sewers anticipated the cleaning of 43 miles, only 10 
miles were cleaned, thus it may be noted that less than 25% of the project 
was completed. Storm sewer inlets were cleaned only if, and when, they 
became clogged. No storm sewers were cleaned. 


Early in the year the State Board of Health notified the City that 
because of conditions at our Sewage Disposal Plant no extensions to our 
Sanitary sewerage system would be permitted until conditions at the plant 
were improved and other work done or definitely planned for the immediate 
future. The Common Council cooperated with the State Board of Health so 
as to satisfy the State’s desires by doing considerable work at the plant and 
by ordering plans developed for discharging the effluent from the disposal 
plant into the Raritan River by pipe line. Also by passing a strict ordinance 
in respect to the discharge into our sanitary sewers of other than domestic 
waste. As a result of this cooperation, the State Board of Health removed 
the prohibition of sanitary sewer extensions so we are now in a position 
to again properly serve the public in this respect. 
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The inadequate south side sanitary sewer main becomes more of a 
problem each year. During very wet periods this main becomes greatly 
overloaded. During the heavy rains the latter part of December the sewage 
in the manhole at Park Avenue and Ninth Street was over five feet deep. 
The level of the sewage was eighteen inches above the Sunday School 
floor of the Christian Science Church. Had the Church contained any open 
fixtures near the Sunday School Room there would have been sewage over 
the whole room to a depth of eighteen inches. Other low areas were affected 
and it required approximately twenty-eight hours of continuous pumping 
in the Randolph Road pumping station to get back to normal. 


Building Division: 


Activities of this Division fell slightly behind the 1947 level as indicated 
in the following table which shows the records for the Division over the 
last five years.

Recommendations: 


I again make reference to the report of the Department of Public 
Works Committee dated September 15th, submitted to the Common Council 
and which reviews the needs of the Department. I strongly recommend more 
help be provided in the Engineering, Street and Sewer Divisions. 


I also recommend favorable consideration of this report in respect to 
sorely needed equipment and the extension and improvements at the City 
Yard; these projects to be completed over a period of three years. 


It is again my pleasure to acknowledge my appreciation of the coopera- 
tion received from the Mayor, Common Council, all Department Heads, 
Employees of this department and the Department of Public Works Com- 
mittee, composed of the following members of the Common Council.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
February 15, 1949 


To the.Honorable Mayor 
and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


The Welfare Department submits herewith its annual report for the 
year 1948. 


It operates under state regulations with a Local Assistance Board of 
five members; chairman, Seymour Perkins, Jr.; Mrs. Donald C. Luce, 
Secretary; Joseph F. McCarron; Reverend Paul G. Dennis and Frank P. 
Schropfer. 


The department is organized to grant aid to all indigent persons 
residing in Plainfield. In the field of public assistance, there is a lack of 
information to the general public as to the reason for relief in times of 
full employment. The following report, we hope, will answer this question 
and also give information on the amount of relief money saved—not 
granted—because of the work of this department. 


In 1948 direct relief in the amount of $59,622 was spent for 63 cases 
whereas the City was saved $18,080 by collections, either on Court Order 
or agreement, from 51 cases. In spite of the fact that these figures represent 
114 cases they fail to show the number of persons who were handled for 
service only. Many people come to this department with an ‘anxiety over 
a problem concerning overcrowding, eviction, or other housing, domestic 
and unwed mothers, which after discussion, may either be in need of 
counselling only, or in some few cases, specialized treatment which can 
best be served by further conference. 


Added to these are the numerous inquiries received from other cities 
and states regarding relatives in Plainfield. This type of contact involves 
home visits as well as several interviews with the members of the family 
in question. 


Although we have not shown the number of cases receiving assistance 
for specific reasons, we feel that we have made an effort to point out the 
varying types of need for financial assistance from this department, and 
generally speaking our cases were unemployable.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL YOUTH GUIDANCE COUNCIL

Youth Guidance Council for the year 1948. i 


THE GUIDANCE COUNCIL AND PERSONNEL 


In April 1947, the State Legislature passed Senate Bill No. 171 (Chapter 
179, Laws of 1947) which grants the municipalities of the State permission 
to organize Municipal Youth Guidance Councils. Pursuant to said legislation, 
the Plainfield Common Council created a Municipal Youth Guidance Council 
which held its organizational meeting on September 17, 1947, and functioned 
during 1948 with personnel, as follows:

Other committees appointed during the year and their activities will 
be discussed later in this report. The paid personnel available to the Council 
have been Mrs. Emma V. Hamm, Social Investigator; and Mrs. Bridget F. 
Greenwood, part-time secretary. 


RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE SOCIAL INVESTIGATOR 


The Social Investigator, Mrs. Emma V. Hamm, has been in charge of 
the office and the only person with regular office hours. She has handled 
the major part of the clerical and administration work, and has had most 
of the first-hand contacts with cases brought to the Council’s attention 
for service. 


During 1948 there were 35 domestic cases referred to the Social 
Investigator by the City Court. These were all situations in which com- 
plaints had been filed in City Court. The need for a home investigation 
usually around a domestic problem, before final disposition could be made 
of the cases normally consisted of one or more visits to the home to get 
family background information; securing information about school adjust- 
ments of the children; working with other agencies which might have 
known of the family in the past; and then making a complete report to 
the City Court. 


Also during 1948, the Social Investigator did follow-up work on 45 
cases carried over from the Parent-Child Assistance Committee. 


CAMPING PROGRAM 


A total of 41 children were sent to camp during the summer of 1948. 
For 26 of these children, the camping experience was arranged on a schol- 
arship basis, and 15 went to pay camps. The children went to camp either 
through the Boy Scouts, Salvation Army, Bonnie Brae or Camp Endeavor. 


In each case there was a careful consideration of the camp plans with 
the children and their parents to determine what value such experience 
might have, and also the ability of the family to provide camp opportunity 
with their own resources. Funds for camp were made available to the Coun- 
cil through the generosity of a few individuals and civic organizations in 
the community. 


THE ADJUSTMENT COMMITTEE 


The Municipal Youth Guidance Council Act provided that the Council 
might set up an Adjustment Committee to deal with individual instances of 
incipient behavior problems. Locally, there was a very keen interest in this 
feature of the Act, in» view of the public interest that had been shown in 
the earlier work of the Parent-Child Assistance Committee. 


It had been anticipated that the Adjustment Committee would begin 
functioning late in 1947 and constitute the major accomplishment of the 
Council in 1948. To this end the Committee was appointed as follows: 
Homer W. Wieder, Chairman; Mrs. Harl Kinney and John P. Romer. The 
Committee. .was, however, inactive during most of 1948 because of con- 
flicting legal interpretations of the Municipal Youth Guidance Council Act 
and the necessity for a careful working out of the relationships involved 
in the Adjustment Committee, the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court 
and the Department of Institutions and Agencies in Trenton. 


The Council met regularly, at least once a month, throughout the year 
to bring about a clarification of legal authority and responsibility. There 
was frequent consultation outside the Council, including meetings with 
Mayor John Zerega, Judge Henry Clement, Corporation Counsel Salvador 
Diana, Assemblyman Donald Mackay, Charles Gillman and Chauncey 
Stout of Plainfield; Judge Libby E. Sachar of the Union County Juvenile 
and Domestic Relations Court; and Douglas H. MacNeil and Commissioner 
Sanford Bates of the Department of Institutions and Agencies. 


Late in 1948 a detailed plan of operation was worked out and submitted 
to the Department and the Judge of the Juvenile & Domestic Relations 
Court. Approval has been given for the operation of the Adjustment Com- 
mittee in accordance with the plan submitted. 


SUB-COMMITTEES 


The Youth Guidance Council Act provided that the Council should 
have a very broad concern for the youth of the community, and engage in 
efforts of study and coordination related to youth guidance. After careful 
consideration four sub-committees were appointed during 1948 to implement 
this ‘broader concern for the youth of our community. These committees 
were as follows: Advisory Committee on Youth Training, the Rev. Harold 
Husted, Chairman; Survey of Recreational Facilities and Potential Expan- 
sion, Roy Schlentei, Chairman; Committee to Investigate Present and Po- 
tential Delinquency Areas, Chief Daniel J. Gray, Chairman; Coordination of 
Service Club Youth Activities, John Lopresti, Jr., Chairman. . 


CONCLUSION: 


With the appointment of the sub-committees and with the clarification 
of the legal status of the Adjustment committee, we believe the foundation 
may have been well prepared for much useful work next year. We have had 
in the past the cooperation of many public-spirited citizens, of community 
agencies, and of the Mayor and Common Council. We look forward to their 
continued interest as we go into another year’s work in behalf of the youth 
of our community.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable, 
the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, New Jersey: 


Gentlemen: 


The Recreation Commission submits herewith the twenty-sixth annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending December 31, 1948. 


“The manner in which an individual utilizes his leisure time not only 
reflects on his own character and happiness but also on his value to the 
community as a citizen.” 


This year was successful for many reasons. Namely, the Board and 
staff worked together as a team to plan, execute, and complete all activities 
for the year. The response of the public to the program indicated it was 
necessary and welcome. It would be almost impossible to single out any 
one individual without slighting other personnel services; however, the 
services performed by Miss Petronella Tacionis, Women’s and Girls’ Super- 
visor, are worthy of mention because of her .contribution to the welfare 
of the community in coordinating the Festival of Arts Exhibit and forming 
the Shut-In Council. These were new activities and well received by the 
citizens. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE YEAR 


(a) Acquisition of the Rushmore tract of six and one-half acres for 
future recreational development in the West End. 

(b) Holiday celebrations — Fourth of July, Halloween, and Christmas 
observance. 

(c) Staff round-up during Christmas holiday. 

(d) Securing volunteer labor for installation of showers and toilet facili- 
ties at Seidler Field house. 

(e) Winning the Junior Olympics by Bateen Playground in state-wide 
competition. 

(f) Revival of the Drama Tournament. 

(zg) Square Dance Calleree. 

(h) Festival of Arts. 

(i) Playground Mardi Gras. 

(j) Shut In Council. 

(k) Organization of the Plainfield Ski Club. 

(1) State Softball Championships. 


Mr. De Witt Barlow, Jr. resigned during the year, and Mr. J. Mac Laren 
Richardson was appointed to fill Mr. Barlow’s unexpired term. 


ACTIVITIES | 


The Plainfield Festival of Arts held in Library Park in June was one of 
the most outstanding successes of the year. Approximately one thousand 
school children, artists and craftsmen of this area exhibited or demon- 
strated their work. Civic clubs, social! agencies, and schools cooperated in 
the program. A large working committee under the leadership of Miss Mary 
Ellen Silkotch was responsible for the success of the event. The activity 
was primarily an educational project to bring together artists and ecrafts- 
men to stimulate interest in the arts of this area. 

The Recreation Council for Shut Ins was organized in January. The 
Council made considerable progress during its first year by delivering 
baskets of flowers at Easter, writing monthly letters to all shut-ins and 
delivering Joy Bags filled with useful articles at Christmas. A party was 
held for the shut-ins in the spring. 


The Plainfield Drama Tournament was revived in June, Six drama 
groups participated at the Cook School. 


Philip Orlando, local sculptor, donated a profile plaque as an award to 
the winner of the best individual performance. 


The Proscenium Players finished first in the competition. 
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A children’s ceramics class was held in City Hall on Saturday mornings. 
Twenty-nine boys and girls were registered for this course. Perfect attend- 
ance was an indication of the interest in this type of activity. 


The popular Square Dances held in Jefferson School for years were 
moved to Cook School. The new location was unsatisfactory because of 
transportation difficulties. 

The Square Dance Calleree was held in March. Twenty-four callers 
from all over the state participated. Four hundred seventy Square Dance 
enthusiasts were in attendance at the Jefferson auditorium. The NEWARK 
NEWS printed a series of pictures on the Calleree in its rotogravure section. 


A girls’ junior basketball league was organized and completed its 
season. 

An eight team softball league was organized for girls and played all 
its scheduled games. 

In cooperation with the Union County Extension Service, three 4-H 
Clubs were organized. Many girls have shown an interest in the club 
work. 


Youth Center dances were held in Jefferson, Washington and Evergreen 
Schools. 


It is interesting to note that eighty-nine percent of the people involved 
in the activities of the Women’s and Girls’ Department were participants. 


PLAYGROUNDS 


Five playgrounds operated on a part-time basis from May until the 
middle of June. Nine playgrounds opened for eleven weeks on a full-time 
basis with qualified leadership. At the end of playground season, all play- 
grounds participated in the Mardi Gras dance festival at Seidler Field. 
The children entered this activity with spirited enthusiasm, preparing floats 
and costumes and making it a gala occasion. The final event was a fire- 
works display. Buses transported children to and from the event. 


A training institute for playground leaders was held during the first 
week of full-time operation. 


CENTERS 


The center program was improved over past years by adding art 
classes, sewing classes, and manual training classes in all centers. The 
centers proved very popular and offered a diverse program in cooking, 
woodworking and social events, handcrafts, active and quiet games. Intra- 
mural leagues for both boys and girls were enthusiastically received. 


At Christmas time, parties were held in the Washington and Emerson 
Centers by the teen age clubs of each school. 


ATHLETICS 


The athletic program, consisted of the following: 
(a) Nine bowling leagues with six hundred fifty-six players. 
(b) Ten basketball leagues with seven hundred forty-four players. 
(c) Table tennis tournament had seventy-seven contestants. 
(d) One golf league with one hundred sixty-eight players. 
(e) Two touch football leagues of three hundred twenty-four players. 
(f) Eight softball leagues—eight hundred sixty-four players. 
(g) Five baseball leagues—six hundred eighty players. 
(h) Sixteen teams of football—four hundred twenty players. 
(i) Tennis had two thousand three hundred twenty-five participants. 
(j) City softball championships ran twenty-five games with four hundred 
fifty players. 
(k) City baseball championships played nine games and had one hundred 
ninety four players. 
(1) Swimming had two thousand seven hundred fifty-five participants. 
(m) Three boxing shows with fifty-six participants drew a crowd of 
four thousand. 
Boxing classes were inaugurated for the first time as part of our ath- 
letic program, under the volunteer leadership of Mr. Harold Rosenberg, 
former inter-collegiate champion. 
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A new touch football league for grammar school boys was scheduled 
with eight teams. The final game in this league was played prior to the 
Thanksgiving game between Westfield and Plainfield at Plainfield High 
School field. 

Seidler Field proved again that it is our most used facility. The 
following events were scheduled under lights: 

(a) HKighty softball games. 

(b) Thirty baseball games. 

(c) Nine football games. 

(d) Three boxing shows. 

(e) One amateur talent show. 
(f) One dance band concert. 


These activities were over and above the regular day time scheduled 
events. The field operated on a seven-day basis from May until November. 


The Plainfield Injury Fund completed its second year of operation. A 
total of twelve cases were reviewed by the committee and $274.45 was 
expended for the year 1948. 


The Recreation Commission desires to extend its thanks to all City 
departments, private agencies, Courier News and Board of Education for 
their cooperation throughout the year.

PARKING DIVISION METERS 


The Parking Meters in the City of Plainfield, are under the direct 
supervision of the Chief of the Fire Department. Captain and Superintendent 
of the Signal System is in charge of the Meters assisted by one Fireman 
and one Helper. 

At the present time there are a total of 952 meters in the City of 
Plainfield, of which 177 are two (2) hour meters. During the year 1948 there 
were 1,863 service calls for repairs to the Parking meters. 19 meters and 
posts were damaged by collision which were replaced. There were 32 posts 
replaced in the ground due to frost. 
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Collections are made on Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday of each 
week and all monies collected from the parking meters are turned over 
twice daily to the Supervisor of Finance at the Municipal Building. 


The total losses for 1948, including buildings and contents, amounted to 
$56,461.70, on which there was insurance carried in the amount of $407,- 
700.00,, making an excess insurance over loss of $351,238.30.

HOSE 


We have in service, 12,750 feet of 2% inch hose, which is in good and 
fair to poor condition. All of this hose withstood a test of 250 lbs. during 
the 1948 test. 1,500 feet of which was SS during 1948. 350 feet dis- 
carded during 1948. 


HYDRANTS 


There is a total of 581 hydrants within the City Limits and 4 just 
over the City Line, which makes a grand total of 585 hydrants. 3 of these 
hydrants were new installations during 1948. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with 107 fire alarm boxes, 18 of 
which are private. During 1948 there were two (2) new Fire Boxes installed 
at new locations. Also during 1948, two (2) of the old style boxes were 
replaced. There is approximately 58% miles of over-head wires. A 15 inch 
gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, and an 18 inch gong 
with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, 
one 12 inch gong at Police Headquarters. One 10 circuit automatic repeator, 
one 12 circuit switchboard with instruments mounted on it for testing and 
recharging of batteries, one house circuit and one local battery circuit at 
headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. Four alarm registers with 
paper take-up reels are installed in the various fire stations. There are 
four 60 inch battery racks with 1943 cells for operating the Alarm System 
and one 12 circuit protector board. Two Sterling 5 horsepower electric 
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sirens—1 at Fire Headquarters and 1 at Randolph Road Pumping Station— 
with synchronized remote control switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at 
Fire Headquarters is a telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and 
11 extensions. Three of the extensions are direct lines—one to No. 3 Fire 
House, one to No. 4 Fire House and one to Police Headquarters. During 
1948 Preliminary work was done on repairs necessary to the Fire and 
Police Underground alarms system located in East 4th Street, between 
Cleveland and Park Avenues. 


POLICE ALARM SYSTEM 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which 
are located on pedestals. There are about 2 miles of overhead wires and 
about 3% miles of underground cable which is used jointly with the Fire 
Alarm Telegraph System. The following Gamewell equipment is installed 
at Fire Headquarters:—one (1) 60 inch battery rack with 60 two-volt cells 
and two (2) rectifiers. The following equipment is installed at Police 
Headquarters: a switchboard with a time clock stamp, a four circuit punch- 
ing machine and a telephone for making calls to police boxes. 


TRAFFIC SIGNAL SYSTEM 


There are traffic lights at nineteen (19) intersections; also one (1) 
all red traffic signal and bell located at the corner of Central Avenue and 
West Fourth Street, which light is manually operated from Fire Department 
Headquarters. During the year 1948 work was completed on the installation 
of new traffic lights at Park Avenue and West 8th Street and Grant Avenue 
and West 4th Street. 


Ae DskieeSVS LEM 


A. D. T. (American District Telegraph) System, installed at Fire Head- 
quarters during the year 1948. System at present protects seven (7) 
establishments, one (1) a Department Store. System is equipped with paper 
take-up reel, punch and tape. System is maintained under the direct super- 
vision of the American District Telegraph System. 


1949 RECOMMENDATIONS 
I recommend the purchase of 1,500 feet of 2% inch hose. 


I recommend the purchase and installation of three (3) new fire boxes 
and I also recommend the purchase of two (2) new type fire boxes to 
replace two (2) old type boxes. 


I recommend that ten (10) men be added to the Fire Fighting Force, 
(3 Officers and 7 Privates). 


I recommend the purchase of a 85 ft. aerial truck to replace 1922 
American LaFrance—75 ft. aerial truck which is in poor condition. 


I recommend that the Honorable Common Council give immediate 
consideration to the erection of a new Fire House in the vicinity of 
Leland Avenue and East 2nd Street, to afford better protection to the many 
multiple houses and factories that have been built in this vicinity in the 
past several years. 


Would suggest that the Honorable Common Council give consideration 
in the near future to retaining property in the vicinity of Clinton Avenue 
and Bergen Street for the purpose of erecting a new fire house in the 
West End of the City. 


I wish to express thanks and appreciation of the cooperation received 
from the Mayor, Common Council, Fire Committee, various Department 
Heads of. the City, members of this Department, the Press of the City 
of Plainfield, and the Utility Companies, namely; Public Service Electric 
& Gas Company, New Jersey Bell Telephone Company and Plainfield Union 
Water Company and their employees.

SAFETY PATROLS 


School Safety Patrols are operating efficiently in all schools and I am 
pleased to report that we have not had any serious accidents involving 
school children going to or from schools. The 493 boys and girls of the 
safety patrols are doing an excellent job around the schools. Also 15 men 
are employed part time to guard the most dangerous school crossings. 


SAFETY EDUCATION 


During the year, twenty-two lectures were delivered on safety. Twelve 
classes of school children, five troops of girl scouts, 14 troops of boy scouts 
have toured police headquarters. 

A survey of parked cars was made to ascertain how many motorists 
leave their keys in their cars. The results of the survey along with a 
report of automobiles stolen during the year are shown in a chart accom- 
panying this report. ; 

During the year the drivers training school has been operating success- 
fully. One hundred and ninety have completed the course. 


JUVENILE AID 


The department has investigated seventy-five cases during the year. 
Warnings were given in twelve cases, fifty-two cases were sent to Juvenile 
court, two cases were turned over to the Probation Officer, two cases were 
turned over to the State Board of Children Guardians, three cases to the 
New Brunswick Police and three cases to the Central Railroad Police. A 
complete statistical report is attached hereto.

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TRAFFIC BUREAU 


We have completed what has proved to be one of our very best years 
in motor vehicle enforcement and safety since we began to maintain sta- 
tistics in 1935. Bearing in mind that our traffic increase has now equalled 
and probably exceeded the prewar years, our safety results may, with some 
fair assurance, be considered our best year since 1935, with the possible 
exception of the year 1946. This year we had 121 persons injured as against 
238 in 1935, and as against 229 and 213 for the last two pre-war years of 
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1940 and 1941. We had 2 fatalities, both pedestrians, as against 5 in 1935, 
6 and 2 in 1940 and 1941, respectively. The fundamental statistic of personal 
injury and fatal accidents shows this year at 91, compared to the pre-war 
years of 1940 and 1941, at 177 and 167 respectively. This approximates a 
100% decrease. 


This has been accomplished through, what is described by the National 
Safety Council, as the three E’s of traffic safety. Education, Engineering 
and Enforcement. Our enforcement has reached an all time high with 1,890 
apprehensions for moving violations in 1948. What this means in terms of 
safety can only be gathered when compared with the State of New Jersey 
as a whole. Out of over 550 municipalities in the whole State, based on a 
10 months’ report by the Motor Vehicle Commissioner, Plainfield with 1,709 
ranked fourth in the State. Only one City, Newark, with 2524 ranked ahead 
of Plainfield. The other two municipalities are Paramus with 2,012 and 
Hamilton Township with 1,966. Both these latter municipalities are on 
highways patrolled by motor vehicle inspectors and State Troopers. 


In traffic deaths we have come down from a high in 1937 of 10 deaths 
in one year. In the seven years from 1935 through 1941 we had 41 deaths. 
In the seven year period from 1942 through 1948 we had 23 deaths. Includ- 
ing allowance for the war years, on a reduced traffic basis, this is a most 
substantial reduction. 


This record is most heartening. With the Judicial Revision, under the 
Supreme Court, and the emphasis on impartial enforcement in the local 
Municipal Courts, the year 1949 will find our position in the State dropping 
considerably. We will not have decreased enforcement. The other munici- 
palities will, we feel sure, have increased enforcement. This will rebound 
to the benefit of the whole state. There is anticipated a substantial increase 
in enforcement apprehensions, with a concomitant decrease in accidents 
and persons killed and injured. 


There are some disturbing aspects, however. One is our picture with 
respect to pedestrian fatalities. Both deaths in 1948 were pedestrians. In 
the last 5 years, of 14 deaths, 10 were pedestrians. Our statistics show 
these pedestrians are predominantly two classes — the very young and 
the very old. They range from a child 2% years of age to a very elderly 
man, 90 years of age. Only one of these,deaths was in what can be classi- 
fied as medium age. That pedestrian was 48 years of age. Except in an 
isolated instance, all were violating a pedestrian right of safety. The Plain- 
field Area Safety Council shares our concern with this problem. We 
perhaps are guilty, in a measure, of neglecting this problem in our concen- 
tration on the operators; but personnel and finances are a limiting factor 
in this respect. 


The second disturbing element is drunken driving. The year 1948 found 
52 motorists so charged with 48 convictions, 2 acquittals and 2 pending 
at the year’s end. These are contrasted with last year when 17 fell into 
this class that being the highest number in any one year in the last previous 
5 years. What is significant about this problem is that there has been no 
concentration on this type of enforcement. There has not been, as popularly 
presumed, lying in wait at taverns, night clubs, or checking of drivers on 
avenues leading from them. What is even more significant about this 
problem, is the conduct, statistically, of these drivers. Out of the 52, 24 
operators, nearly 50%, were actually involved in accidents. Every one of 
the remainder of 28, committed a motor vehicle violation, such as speeding, 
stop street, driving on the wrong side of the road, or committed some overt 
act which attracted the attention of the apprehending officer. In this latter 
class we find one motorist who couldn’t get his vehicle out of a 40’ parking 
space; another who steered into the curb; another weaving back and forth 
on the roadway; another blowing his horn incessantly and shouting; an- 
other engaged in a fistic altercation with another motorist and the like. 


In drunken driving, we are pioneering in the use of chemical tests. As 
with any novel legal, scientific or evidentiary device, this requires public 
education, legal enlightenment, evidentiary difficulties and other problems 
to be found and solved. We are now undergoing those difficulties. The 
Harger Breath Test, which we employ, has the approbation of the National 
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Safety Council, The American Medical Association, The International Asso- 
ciation of Police Chiefs, among others. It is well that our use of it is 
subjected to searching examination by able counsel. Clinical tests are still 
employed with the device. The instrument furnishes the corroborative 
evidence of the blood alcohol contents. We are hopeful that the next two 
years will find every possible examination made of its efficacy as a scien- 
tific aid and its evidential value and procedure established in these cases. 
This is not an easy task, but if the value of the method is proved, it will 
first of all help protect the innocent, and acquit them, and find the guilty, 
and convict them. 


In this connection, it should also be pointed out that there were a 
total of 11 persons during the year 1948, in addition to the 52 charged, who 
were apprehended and not found under the influence; and therefore not 
charged. The Harger Breath Test acquitted 6 of those who were thus ex- 
amined. Five others were either apprehended before the device was em- 
ployed in the early months of the year; or were examined by other 
physicians in the absence of the City Physician, 


This generally sums up our motor vehicle enforcement measures and 
results during the year. The largest share of credit for this fine record 
goes, first and foremost, to the Police Officers. They have done a splendid 
job, day by day. Without their devotion to duty and intense cooperation, 
these results could not be achieved. Except in isolated instances, their 
public relations with motorists have been excellent. We have had the 
unusual circumstances, during the year, of defendants, in court, on their 
Own initiative, compliment our traffic officers on their courteous attitudes. 
This is again most heartening and in keeping with the rules laid down 
for their conduct. 


A large share of the credit goes to the citizens of the City. They have 
accepted the program of impartial enforcement and supported it — to the 
Mayor and Council who have wholeheartedly cooperated in the program 
and appropriated funds to carry it out — to the Plainfield Area Safety 
Council who have given unselfishly of the time and talents of their officers 
and members — to the Plainfield Automotive Trades and the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who have contributed money and personnel to our Drivers’ 
Training School operated in conjunction with the Court and the munici- 
palities of the Plainfield area — and to our Service Clubs and Boy Scout 
organizations who have aided materially in special projects — and a large 
share to our local Press — The Plainfield Courier News, which has never 
refused a request for publicity on the various aspects of the program; 
oftentimes at a sacrifice of scarce newsprint, and have intelligently and 
unremittingly supported the program editorially.

I hereby as Chief of Police of the City of Plainfield submit to you and 
the Honorable Body of Councilmen of the City of Plainfield my annual 
report for the year 1948. 

On January 1, 1948 numerical strength of the department was 65 
members consisting of 1 Chief, 2 Captains, 10 Sergeants, 1 Detective, 45 
Patrolmen, 3 Clerks, 1 Janitor, 1 Patrol Driver and 1 Matron. 

During the year of 1948, one thousand sixty-three arrests were made 
by the Uniformed and Detective Division comprising both male and female. 
Also, a total of thirteen thousand four hundred and forty-nine summons. 
were issued by all branches of the department covering automobile, dog 
and criminal. 

The Juvenile Bureau investigated a total of seventy-five complaints 
consisting of various violations committed by Juveniles both male and 
female. Of this number fifty-two complaints were referred to Juvenile 
Court; remainder received warnings either by the investigating officer or 
the Referee of the Child Parent Committee. 

During the year the radio cars answered a total of 9,404 calls which 
included Arrests, Summons, Accident Investigations, Ambulance Service 
and Special Duty Calls. 

In the Identification Bureau the total number of persons male and 
female fingerprinted both criminal and non-criminal were 1,393 and a 
total of 450 male and females photographed, also 36 crime scenes photo- 
graphed. 

Our Safety and School Traffic Division had a total of 493 boys and 
girls on safety patrol duty at the various school crossings throughout the 
city. Also 13 men part time employed to guard the most dangerous school 
crossings. 

The Traffic Bureau during the year had 415 reportable automobile 
accidents which took place in various parts of the city resulting in the 
death of two people. The driver of one of these cars which caused a death 
was apprehended and the other is still under investigation. All accidents 
were investigated by Patrolmen in radio cars. 

Our Detective Bureau investigated a total of 554 major crimes in- 
cluding 2 murders, 2 causing death by careless operation of a motor vehicle, 
1 rape, 5 robberies, 123 burglaries, 8 breaking, entering and larceny and 
413 larceny cases. A large majority of these crimes were solved. 

During the year our Parking Meters were in operation throughout the 
business section of the city. They have aided considerably in the enforce- 
ment of our Parking Ordinance as well as a source of revenue. In the 
latter part of the year our first Municipal Parking Lot was opened and this. 
has lessened considerably our parking problems. 

In closing I wish to thank you and the other members of the Council 
for the aid and assistance rendered to this department during the year.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health 
Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 


Our activities during 1948 were again seriously affected due to the 
shortage of personnel. 


We have endeavored to carry on our work but some of our activities 
have been drastically curtailed due to being unable to secure licensed 
competent personnel replacements. 


A serious rabies epidemic started in the city on January 9, 1948, sub- 
siding about the middle of April. 


Sixteen inoculation clinics for-dogs and cats were held in the City 
fire houses at which 1,218 animals were inoculated. Eighteen positive cases 
of rabies were found in the city and ninety people were subjected to the 
anti-rabic treatments. 


A grave increase in complaints about rats was experienced during 
the year and a rat control program, as recommended last year, is a definite 
objective. 


If possible in the coming year and adequate personnel is engaged for 
carrying,out our work, a food handlers training school is contemplated. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Mayor, Common Council, 
members of the Board, the staff of the Health Department, Visiting Nurses, 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, Courier News, Walter Reade Theaters, 
Rotary, Kiwanis and all other persons and organizations who assisted 
in making our program possible.
